English. Miss Somers reported that she had given much thought 
to this matter and that she a* prospective principal of the 
University course, would welcome this suggestion very warmly. 
She suggested that as the course is of three years duration, 
two second -year and two third-year scholarships, each of the 
value of $300. to $400. might be offered.
